LEAGUE OF NATIONS 


That some kind of a league, 
court, is necegsary for the 
mankind from emulating the famous example 
of the Killkenny cats, is a self-evident fact, 
and something all true Americans devoutly hope 
for. This thing of having thousands of our 
young and brave sons butchered with no good 
reason is abhorrent to every right thinking 
man or woman, every father and every mother, 
and that our civilization should be far enough 
advanced by this time for people to get to- 
gether and adjust their difficulties without 
resulting to the methods of barbarians and 
savages, we all agree.

Purpose of keeping 


But so far we cannot seem to agree upon 
the agreement. The Republicans pull this way 
and the Democrats pull that. One set of 


alleged statesmen lie down in the harness and 
another set of diplomats pull crosswise. The 
President says one thing; the Senate says an- 
other and the politicians are yelling themselves 
red in the face, while the average member of 
the Ancient and Honorable Order of Dear Peepul 
don't know whether Shantung is located 
adjacent to the north pole or where the sad- 
eyed Sphinx watches the Egyptian camels wade 
around in the sand and gO weeks at a time 
without a drink as the centuries amble along 
into nowhere. 

And “pitty ‘tis ‘tis true.” Why can’t we -act 
like sensible and rational people and get to- 
gether with the understanding that in any get- 
together movement eack side must give as well 
as take, and that the main object is to put a 
stop to bloody warfare, and not to quarrel over 
who polices Rumania, eats chop-suey with China 
or assists in the tragedy of giving a Bolshevik 
a bath. 

Now, as we savy this Shantung situation, over 
which both houses of Congress froth at the 
mouth and come out of one fit only to go into 
another, it is something like this: Some fifteen 
or twenty years ago there was a Boxer uprising 
in China; a number of Germans were killed, and 
in the final settlement a 99-year lease was 
given to Germany on the Shantung peninsula 
by China. During the late war China did noth- 


ing to help, but Japan did; Shantung was taken 
away from Germany by the Allies, among whom 
is Japan, and now in the adjustment it is pro- 
posed by the peace tribunal to award the rest 
of that lease to Japan. China lost the strip of 
land years ago, and in the meantime it has 
become peopled by Japanese, And there you are. 

Personally we do not seem to be able to 
work up enough feeling about it to miss going

Great Help the French People Gave 
the Colonies ts Not Forgotten—

Washington.—Senators may doubt 
their authority under the Constitution 
to ratify the French treaty, and they 
may not ratify it, but lacking ratifica- 
tion, the mind of the opposition ap- 
parently is in favor of doing some 
thing equally strong and comprehen- 
sivesin behalf: of France. 

It is known that some of the sena- 
tors, and perhaps what is known ef 
them ts true of the majority, feel 
there is a sentimbnt in behalf of France - 
and its cause among the people of the

some adequate recognition of the 

French people's need, for that is what 

it is, for protection against the Ger- 

man when he shal! have rehabilitated 
himself, and the old spirit of hatred 
against his neighbor to the west shah 
have reasserted itself. Common pe- 
litical sense if not gratitude, observers 
say, probably will dictate a response 
to the request embodied im the treaty, 
even if the treaty in its present form 
should not be sanctioned. 

It is held by men who seem .to have

Americans of long American ancestsy 

are by hereditary sympathies and im- 

stinct just as grateful to France for 

what it did for this country in the 
revolutionary days-as were Americans 
of that time.
